Life in Russia. 
The Russian people meet death very 
philosophically. 
Their resignation is

quiet. 
Very little is expected of girls 
before they are married, and they do 
little but carry water, which they enjoy 
doing.

winter the water is drawn from a hole 
cut in the ice when the river is baptized 
on January 6.

June the girls and young men gather 
herbs between 9 and 12 o'clock at night, 
and weave them into wreaths, which are 
thrown into the river at midnight.

Among those species of animals 
which may be said to have become ex­ 
tinct is the coon dog of our fathers. 
He was of no particular strain of blood, 
but he united the keen scent of the deer 
hound with toe intelligence of the shejj- 
herd dog. am! the tenacity of the bull­ 
dog with, The stealth of tim panther. 
With less 'accomplishmentsthanthe.se, 
writes a Honesdale, Ba., correspondent 
to The New York Tunes, he might have 
been good on a fox or deer trail; the 
lowing herd would probably have been 
safe in his keeping; he might have l**en 
able to hold his own in a fight, or have 
stool an excellent chanco of succeeding 
as a sheep stealer—but he couldn’t have 
been a ooon-dog. 
For your coon is a 
cute and tricky customer, and crammed 
with patience. 
Moreover, he leaves I je­ 
llied him the coldest, most scentless 
trail of all animals that run. 
He leads 
you through tangled sw amps and deep, 
stony hollows. 
Ile crosses and re­ 
crosses 
swift-running 
streams. 
He 
frisks along the tops of rough stone 
w’alls as silent and swift as a shadow. 
He stops within a dozen feet of some 
convenient wall, clears tin* intervening

wanders forth only at night, and al­ 
though his, foraging expeditions may 
take him to the very doors of farmers, 
and even within the boundary lines of 
villages, he never lie trays his presence. 
If moi** than one coon i- brought to bay 
iii a tree, they will invariably b * females 
or a mother coon and her offspring. 
The fi male brings forth her litter only 
once in two years, and from the coming 
of one litter until th? arrival of another 
-he and her young are never separated. 
She keeps her little family together 
until they are 2 years old, ain! in pro­ 
tecting them will fight the attacking 
dog or hunter until sh e dies. 
Many a 
good coon dog ha- been foreedto retreat 
b fore the fury of a she coon fighting 
for her young, and if she is captured the 
w hole family fall victims to lite hunter. 
The animal scent the coon leaves on 
the trail is at all times le-s than that of 
any other game quadruped, but when 
the female i- nursing her young during 
the summer months her scent is hardly 
preccntible to the dogs, thus saving her 
and her litter from many a race for life. 
The -cent of the coon grows stronger 
as the cold weather advance*, and 
through November Jai id December the 
dogs follow it with comparatively little 
difficulty. 
While the female coon i- social and 
domestic, the m alqi- quite the reverse. 
He is surly and solitary, ranges entirely 
a lon e, and giv* - no care or attention to 
family matters.

An old coon-liunter of this vicinity tells 
how he once -urprisd two male coons 
lightingin a corn-field.

It is doubtful whether there are many 
people who know that in no other coun­ 
try on the globe besides the American 
continent can the coon be found, and 
that although he is a favorite game in 
the south, he is nowhere so gamey and 
excellent in condition as in the middle 
state*. 
When the coon grows inordi­ 
nately fat and large he lessens his 
chances of fallinga victim to the hunter, 
for then he vent ures but a short distance 
from his hiding place and gives the dog 
small opportunity of finding his trail. 
It was rare, for this reason, even in th. 
days when coon hunting was a science, 
that a coon over twenty pounds in 
weight was ever bagged, although they 
have been know'll to attain a weight cl 
forty pounds.

Our Dangers From Without. 
Let us glance hastily at some of the 
possible and probable sources of difficulty 
from abroad. 
This i* a nation of more 
than 50,000,000 of people, proud, self- 
reliant, enterprising and courageous. 
Well, within the memories of a largo 
part of our population we possessed a 
vast mercantile marine, whose flag was 
seen in every }>ort of the known w'orld. 
One of our greatest needs is an outlet in 
foreign markets for the immense pro­ 
ducts of our soil an*l of our manufac­ 
tories. 
It is certain as fate that under 
the pro-sure of ncces-ity, and w ith wise 
legislation, our commercial marine will 
soon revive, and ere long resume its old 
position before the world. 
One effect of this change will In: to 
throw u- into still closer relations with 
the other nations—relations in the main 
very beneficial to all, but at the same 
time rendering us more, liable to bo 
affected by their difficulties, and n e c e s ­ 
sarily giving rise to causes of friction 
from which we are now free. 
For example, when the western Atlan­ 
tic is once more crowded with our ships 
engaged in commerce with all parts of 
the world, we will begin to ask ourselves 
by what right a foreign nation holds a 
cordon of fortified naval stations com­ 
manding so many avenues of approach 
to our shores, and enabling it to cut off 
our vessels in the event of war. 
Halifax, 
tin* Bermuda-. Na—au, and Jamaica are 
imyiortant to England not -o much for 
purpose of self-protection, not so much 
fo r her own commerce, - they are for 
base , of operation again- us. 
In the late war, if Bermuda and 
Nassau had been in our possession, the 
contest would 
have been shortened 
some two years, for blockade-running 
would have been well-nigh impossible. 
This i- one cause of friction which 
must inevitably arise with our growth, 
and one reason why we should be pre­ 
pared to defend our -ea-coast. 
Other similar probabilities could be 
mentioned, as in the event of the ques­ 
tion arising of the cc,--ion of Cuba by 
Spain to any other European power. 
I do not think that we should desire 
the acquisition of ( uba—certainly not 
for a long time to com'1—but we should 
and would go to war rather than allow 
that key of the Gulf to pas- into the 
hands of any other European nation. 
There i- no reason, apparently, why 
our relations with the Dominion of Can­ 
ada should be other than most friendly, 
hut so long a- her connection with 
Great Britain remains unchanged, she 
would nece—arily become involved in 
any difficulty ari-ing between her moth­ 
er country and ourselves. 
There is no absolute ncce sity for 
hostilities with Mexico; but when we 
consider the wide difference of religion, 
race, laws, and habit- between u-. it is 
po—hole that trouble may grow out of 
questions arising from the bu-ine-s re­ 
lations so rapidly developing, th** large 
investment- of American capital in rail­ 
way- and other industrial enterprises, 
the great numb* r of our people conse­ 
quently residing in Mexico, and the oft- 
recurring border difficulties, and tho 
conclusion is inevitable that it would 
be unwise to assume that no difficulty 
can occur requiring the employment of 
troops. 
e 
Tho subject of the construction of 
canal- across the Isthmus is of vast in­ 
ter! -t to us. 
Should the Panama Canal 
ever be completed, and even during its 
construction, serious questions arc like­ 
ly to arise, requiring us to be prepared 
to enforce our rights and protect tho 
privileges of our commerce. 
When in the near future the inevita­ 
ble construction of the Nicaragua Canal 
is undertaken and completed by Ameri­ 
can capital, under the protection of our 
government, we must -till more be pre- 
paivd to dcf* nd it- neutrality and insure 
its undisturbed u-e as the bc.-t possible 
water route between our Atlantic and 
Baeitie coasts. 
It is unnecessary to multiply exam­ 
ples. 
My purpose has been accom­ 
plished if it has been shown that there 
is such a probability of strained rela­ 
tions with other countries aa to render 
it incumbent upon us to maintain a cer­ 
tain -tate of preparation for war. If we 
remain entirely unprepared, it is quite 
certain that the emergencies will arise 
all too promptly, while if we are ready 
for them, hostilities may well be avert­ 
ed.— George Ii. McClellan, in Harper's 
Magazine.

By the above it w ill be readily 
seen that it is not only a rn istle- 
I meanor to participate in an en- 
j counter of this kind, but also to 
I encourage or assist in originating 
one. 
It is one of the most degral- 
ing and pernicious of am usem ents, 
aud the law relating to it should 
be rigidly enforced.

During the last few days a large 
number of trespass suits have been 
passed upon by Assistant Secretary 
Jenks, and either criminal or civil 
proceedings are recommended to 
the 
Attorney General. 
In 
the 
past thirty days over sixty such 
case have been examined and suits 
decided upon. 
The trespass upon 
which suits were ordered against 
the Gull River Lumber company 
consisted in cutting and removing 
from the laud 3,000 pine trees esti­ 
mated to contain 704,000 of lum ­ 
ber, 
hoard 
measure. 
Of 
the 
am ount, 219,OOO were cut in 1881, 
287,000 in 1883 and 1884, and 15,- 
500 in 1884-5. 
Tile cutting was 
all done for the Gull River Lumber 
Company by 
parties under con­ 
tract or by men in their employ 
under the direction of its foreman 
and director, Thomas Narev. 
The 
average value of the lumber in the 
tree is shown by the agent’s report 
to he about $2.37, at the saw mill 
about $5.97, 
and 
manufactured, 
from $0 to 
$15. 
The company 
claims the trespass was u n in ten ­ 
tional in every case 
but admits 
carelessness iii some instances. 
It 
proposes to pay stumpage value for 
most of the timber cut, but offers 
mill value, $5.50 per 1:000 tor 6,- 
500 feet, adm itting great careles- 
ness as to the cutting of the same. 
The 
secretary says it is highly 
inprobable that over three thous­ 
and pine trees should be cut on 
government land and the company 
be entirety ignorant of the fact. 
The agent claimed he made a mis­ 
take about the lines, and the sec­ 
retary says he has observed that 
these mistakes always lead to cu t­ 
ting governm ent nine and the m is­ 
takes never come into the lumber 
company's pine from the outside. 
Ile declines to accept stumpage as 
offered, saying th at 
this simpty 
encourages stealing, as the com- 
pa ny can make a good thing at it. 
He recommends that the agent be 
prosecuted criminally, and th at a

in 
February. March and April will 
sell much higher than later chick­ 
ens. 
I got for the whole lot $120-. 
OO, th is for a woman without ex- 
r/erience, and on a small 
lot in 
town, I consider pretty good. 
I 
now have another Incubator made 
and think I can make 
at least 
twice as much this year. 
I do not 
keep my hens, but just buy eggs at 
the groceries for my 
Incubator. 
Any one can get directions 
for 
making an incubator like mine by 
sending ten sents in silver to Camp­ 
bell <fc Cal, Zanesville, Ohio. 
I am 
sure there are many in the hard 
times that would be glad to try 
such a business: it is pleasant and 
profitable. 
I wish some of your 
readers would 
tell me whether 
New York is the best market to 
ship to, so many tell me I could 
get much more for my poultry if I 
would ship it East.

From returns to the department of 
agriculture the amount of sw eet corn 
packed in Marne the past fall has been 
only about half what it was two years 
ago, the figures for the two years being 
as follows:

There is no reason, apparently, why 
i our relations with the Dominion of Can­ 
ada should be other than most friendly, 
1 at so long as her connection with 
Great Britain remains unchanged, she 
would necessarily becom e involved in 
any difficulty arising between her moth­ 
er country and our selves. 
There is no absolute necessity for 
hostilities with Mexico; but when we 
consider the wide difference of religion, 
race, laws, and habits between us, it is 
possible that trouble may grow out of 
questions arising from the business re­ 
lations so rapid iy developing, the large 
investm ents of American capital in rail­ 
way- and other industrial enterprises, 
the great numb* r of our people conse­ 
quently residing in M exico, and the oft-

A t the December meeting the 
county commissioners 
instructed 
S, F. Alderman to make a tran­ 
script of land at the St. Cloud land 
office for which work lie was to re­ 
ceive $ 150, that being his price. At 
the time of setting this price on 
the work he was informed that he 
could have the use of the assess­ 
ment rolls of Cass and Itasca coun­ 
ties to aid him, but upon further 
consideration the county auditor 
concluded that he could not let the 
rolls go out of his office, and in or­ 
der to do the work a copy of these 
books had to be made which would 
make it impossible to do the two 
jobs, instead of one, at the price 
agreed upon. 
Mr. Alderman left 
the matter entirely in the hands 
of the commissioners and at their 
January meeting they concluded 
that they must have this transcript 
of lands and by a resolution in­ 
structed Mr. Alderman to make a 
copy of the assessment rolls for 
which he is to receive $3 per day 
extra.

Since the new penal code 
went into effect the first of the 
present month, all exhibitions of 
this kind are clearly contrary to 
law, and we ask, can the author­ 
ities of Brainerd afford to allow 
this law to be violated with impu­ 
nity? 
Sec. 385 of the new code 
reads as follows: 
A person who, within this state, 
engages in, instigates, 
aids, en­ 
courages, or does any act to further 
a contention or fight, commonly 
called a ring or prize fight, either 
within or without the state, or 
who sends or publishes a challenge, 
or acceptance of a challenge for 
such a contention or tight, or car­ 
ries or delivers such a challenge or 
acceptance of a challenge for such 
a content ion or fight, or carries or 
delivers such a challenge or accep­ 
tance, or trains or assists any per­ 
son in training 01* preparing for 
sacha contention or light, is guilty 
of a misdemeanor. 
By the above it will be readily 
seen th a t it is not only a misde­ 
meanor to participate in an en­ 
counter of this kind, but also to 
encourage or assist in originating 
one. 
It is one of the most degra!- 
ing and pernicious of amusements, 
and the law relating to it should 
be rigidly enforced. 
Such disgust­ 
ing scenes may be tolerated in de­ 
praved communities like St. Paul, 
Minneapolis and Fergus Falls, but 
never in a highly respectable place 
like Brainerd.

Timber Trespass by the Cull River 
Lumber Company. 


During the last few days a large 
number of trespass suits have been 
passed upon by Assistant Secretary 
Jeuks, and either criminal or civil 
proceedings are recommended to 
the 
Attorney General. 
In 
the 
past thirty days over sixty such 
case have been examined and suits 
decided upon. 
The trespass upon 
which suits were ordered against 
the Gull River Lumber company 
consisted in cutting and removing 
from the land 3,000 pine trees esti­ 
mated to contain 794,000 of lum ­ 
ber, 
board 
measure. 
Of 
the 
amount, 219,000 were cut in 1881, 
287,000 in 1883 and 1884, and 15,- 
500 in 1884-5. 
The cutting was 
all done for the Gull River Lumber 
Company by parties under con­ 
tract or by men in their employ 
under the direction of its foreman 
and director, Thomas Narey. 
The 
average value of the lumber in the 
tree is shown by the agent’s report 
to be about $2.37, at the saw mill 
about $5.97, 
and manufactured, 
from $0 to 
$15. 
The company 
claims the trespass was uninten­ 
tional in every case but admits 
carelessness in some instances. 
It 
proposes to pay stumpage value for 
most of the timber cut, but offers 
mill value, $5.50 per 1 ;000 for 6 ,- 
500 feet, admitting great careles- 
ness as to the cutting of the same. 
The 
secretary says it is highly 
improbable that over three thous­ 
and pine trees should be cut on 
government land and the company 
be entirely ignorant of the fact. 
The agent claimed he made a mis­ 
take about the lines, and the sec­ 
retary says he has observed that 
these mistakes always lead to cut­ 
ting government nine and the m is­ 
takes never come into the lumber 
company’s pine from the outside. 
He declines to accept stumpage as 
offered, sayiug that 
this simply 
encourages stealing, as the com ­ 
pany can make a good thing at it. 
He recommends that the agent be 
prosecuted criminally, and that a 
civil suit for the timber taken— 
about $4,500 in value—be brought 
against 
the 
Gull River Lumber 
company._________________

Brainerd the city of the pines, will 
commence the new year with bright 
and 
glowing 
prospects 
for the 
future. 
Its 
progress 
has 
been 
rapid. In 1880 the population was 
about 1,800 while by the census 
completed 
a few months 
since 
it is 7,211. a gaine of 5,411 in fi ve 
years 
The geographical center of 
Minnesota, the city possesses 
a 
commercial position unexcelled in 
the state. Situated on the Mississ­ 
ippi river at a point where all the 
vast lake commerce of all t lie North 
American lakes pours its streams 
of wealth 
through Duluth, and 
the still larger inland trade as it 
courses throngh the great gates of 
the Northwest—the “ twin cities” 
—also 011 the most trrnscontinen- 
tal 
line from 
Portland Me., to 
Portland Or., its central position 
as regards the state, the river and 
the great railway lines cutting the 
continent, is apparent to the most 
casual observer.

be entered upon which would com­ 
pletely eclipse anything that lias 
ever been dreamed of before. 
The 
capital which the Northern Pacific 
has invested hero has always shown 
the best results. 
There is a splen­ 
did opening here for a large furni­ 
ture factory. This is pre-eminently 
known as a forest reigion, and all 
kinds of wood may be obtained 
with 
little 
difficulty. 
Pine 
is 
found 
in abundance, but it is a 
mistaken idea that is quite preva­ 
lent that this is the only timber. 
North, all the hard woods are cut 
in adundance. 
Skilled labor can 
be obtained here as cheap as in the 
East. 
There are two decided ad­ 
vantages here viz: a demand for

manufactured

300 barrels daily, three brick yards, 
one blind, sash aud door factor}', 
A machine shop 111 the near future 
is a certainty. 
This enterprise is 
in the hands 
of practical men,

purchased; and the building will

The building of the 
dam for water power purposes is 
an assured fact. 
The county has 
subscribed $50,000 to the enter­ 
prise and the company will couir 
mence active operations as soon as 
possible 111 the spring. 
The site 
has been surveyed and the piles 
will bedriven through the ice w ith­ 
in a few weeks. 
The dam will 
cost $150,000 to $200,000. 
The 
route for the new railroad, (The j 
St. Paul, Brainerd <fc Northwest­ 
ern) is already surveyed aud work­ 
men are now engaged in getting 
out the ties. 
The grading will be 
done and the track laid as rapidly 
as ppssible next season. 
This is 
the road that secured the valuable 
land 
grant of several 
millions 
acres from the Duluth & Win- 
uepeg company through the legis­ 
lature last, session. 
The 
actual 
average cut of pine on the upper 
Mississippi 
is 
300,000,000 
feet, 
nearly all of whicli now passes by 
Brainerd and is sawed up at Min- 
apolis. 
A saving of at least 20 per 
cent can he made by sawing the 
logs at Brainerd. 
This can and 
will be done in the near future. 
Manufactories of all kinds will be 
built, employing thousands of men 
thereby increasing the demand for 
farm produce. 
Farm ing in the 
county is yet in its incipiency, 
there being less than one-fourth of 
the farming land occupied. 
There 
are thousands of acres of excellent 
vacant government land, and more 
tlia 1 as much more railroad laud, 
that can be bought very cheap, 011 
long time and easy terms, 
I speak 
of this because there is an errone­ 
ous impression that there is no good 
farming land 
in this 
vicinity. 
The soil is a rich vegetable loam, 
with clay subsoil, adapted to the 


production of anything that will 
grow in Minnesota, and is well 
watered by numerous brooks that 
are tributary to the Mississippi 
river.

town, 1 consider pretty good. 
I 
now have another Incubator made 
and think I can make 
at least 
twice as much this year. 
I do not 
keep my hens, but just buy eggs at 
the groceries for my 
Incubator. 
Any one can get directions 
for 
making an incubator like mine by 
sending ten aents in silver to Camp­ 
bell A (*o., Zanesville, Ohio. 
I am 
sure there are many in the hard 
times that would be glad to try 
such a business: it is pleasant and 
profitable. 
I wish some of your 
readers would 
tell me whether 
New York is the best market to 
ship to, so many tell me I could 
get much more for my poultry if I 
would ship it East.

fishermen got 
blowed off shore and came in there, 
and what a night it was! 
About mid­ 
night some one sings out ‘The lamp's 
out.’

Up wo rushed, 
half a dozen of us, scared to death, as 
ten minutes might cost a good many 
lives and a vessel could come within 
twenty feet of our house before she 
struck. 
By the time we got up we 
found the place full of smoke and see 
something had fouled the chimney, 
and what d’ye suppose it was? 
You d 
never guess. 
It was blowing fit to 
take the buttons off your cout; but 
someone had to get outside and climb 
up the rod on to the very top of the 
light and see what was the trouble.

was a close call, aud we tossed for it. 
My mate drew and started. 
Wo tied a 
rope around him and up ho went and 
did the job. 
“He came back alive, but with the 
whitest face I ever saw on a live man. 
He said he wouldn’t do it again for 
love or money.

more nor less than one of these ’ere 
Mother Carey’s chickens, jammed in 
as tight as it could get, and dead, of 
course.
